Luckily, 


the boat we were lowering escaped being smashed, or we had all 


been dead men now." 


wind with n.o more sail than a hand- 
kerchief. 
The sea began to break 


over the boat, and our old man said 
that we could not live through it un- 
less we could rig up a sea-anchor. 
We were sure we would drown. We 
made one by rolling four blankets 
together tightly and ueing around 
them a long rope with which our 
9>oat was made -fast to the ship when 
\ve 
embarked. XThis we let drag 


astern about ninety feet. ^It held the 
boat fairly steady, and kept the boat's 
head to the seas. We fastened it to 
the ring in the stern. We used thia 
sea-anchor many times throughout 
our voyage, and without it we would 
have'gone down sure. Of course we 
took in a great deal of water, any- 
how; 
b,ut we could keep her baled 


out, 
and the sea-anchor prevented 
her from swamping. 


"The nights were frightful, and 


many times all of us had terrible 
dreams, and sometimes thought we 
were on shore. 
Men would cry out 


about things they thought they saw, 
and other men would have to tell 
them they were not so. 
We were 


alwajs up and down on top of the 
swells, and our bodies ached so ter- 
ribly from the sitting-down position 
and from the joggling of the motion 


try to get up the precipice. We were 
taking risks, because.we had very 
little grub left. It was about a hun- 
dred feet up, and we watched them 
closely as they wont slowly up. They 
did not come back, and we were 
much afraid of what they might find. 
We did not know- but there might be 
savages there. 
During the day the 


other sailors also got up, leaving the 
old man and me to watch the boat. 


"Help arrived for us. The mates 


had walked all night, and at day- 
break they reached the house of the 
head man, emplojed by the owner of 
Easter Island. 
It was a sheep and 


horse island. 
The mates were fed, 


and then they went on to the house 
of the manager. Horses were gotten 
out. 'and bananas and poi sent to us. 
The water just came in time, because 
we were all out. The> brought horses 
for all of us then, and after we had 
started the people of the island went 
ahead and came back with water and 
milk, which did us a world of good. 
At the house of the governor we had 
a mess of brown beans, and then we 
all fell asleep on _the floor. God 
knows how long we slept, but when 
we waked up we were like wolves 
again. We then had beans with 
fresh killed mutton, and that made

two at the middle and kept the bot- 
tom half. 
They then made a place 


for holding a pot, with pieces ot/ 
scrap-iron fixed to the side ot tht 
drum, so that they could make a 
tire under the pot without setting 
fire to the boat 
Then the captain 


set them to learning to make lire 
by rubbing sticks, and after many 
days they learned it. 
The manager 
had a steer killed, and they jerked 
tho meat and loaded up their boat 
beside with 
sweet 
potatoes, taro, 


white potatoes, five^ dozen eggs, and 
twenty gallons of water in their tajik, 
with twenty-five more in a barrel. 


Then bidding good-by to even - 


body who gathered, to see them off, 
they steered for 
Pitcairn 
Island. 


They soon found that the prevailing 
wind would not permit them to make 
that^course, so they laid for Man- 
xareva. m 2'3 degrees south and 13-1 
degrees west, 1600 miles distant.

wind was getting up, and the call 
came for all hands on deck. We had 
watch and watch until thon. That's 
foui houis off and foui hours on. 
When the wntch below left their 


> bunks that was the last of our sleep 


on the El Dorado. A galo was blow- 
ing by midnight. We wero working 
all the (ime, taking in sail and mak- 
ing all snug. 
There was plenty of 


water on dock. Schooner was bump- 
ing hard on the waves and making 
water through her seams. We took 
tho pumps for a spoil. 


"Wo had no sleep next day. In 


the morning we sot all sails in a lull, 
but took them down again quickly, 
because the 
wind 
shifted 
to the 


northwest, and a big gale camo on. 
NOjW began trouble with the cargo. 
We had tho hold filled with lumber, 
p'.anks and such, and on the deck we 
,had a terrible load of big logs. These 
were to hold up. the walls and roofs 
in tho mines of Chile. Many of them 
M'erc thirty-six feet long and very big 
around. 
They were the trunks of 


very big trees. They wero piled very 
high, and tho whole of them was fas- 
teneel by chains to keep them from 
rolling or being broken loose by seas. 
In moving nbout the ship wo had to 
walk on this rough heap of logs, 
which lifted above the rails. 
They 


wero hard to walk on in a perfectly 
smooth sea, and with tno way tho 101 
Dorado rolled and pitched, we ccmld 
hardly keep from being thrown into 
tho ocean. 
' 
"This second day of the big storm, 


with the wind from the northeast, tho 
Kl Dorad'o began to leak badly again. 
,A11 hands took spells at the pumps. 
AVo were at work every minute. We 
left the IOPOS for the pumps anel the 
pumps for the ropes. 
We double- 


reefed the mizzcn. anel in the wind 
this was a terrible job. It nearly 
killed us. 
At eight o'clock tonight 


we could not see live feet ahead of 
UK. 
It was black a* hell, and the 


schooner rolled fearfully. 
Tho deck- 


load then shifted eight inches to star- 
board. This made a. list that fright- 
ened us. 
We were all soakinp wet 


now for days. Tho after-house sepa- 
rated from tho main-deck, and the 
water became six feet deep in the 
cabin. 
"Wo had no sun at all during the 


day, and at midnight a hurricane 
cnme out of the dark. AH night we 
wero pulling and hauling, running 
along the great logs in danger always 
of being washed away. 
Wo had to

from smashing tho ship to pieces. It 
did not seem that wo could get 
through the night 
"This is Friday. "When a little of 


daylight came, wo saw that every- 
thing was awash.

longer. 
The small boat that had 


been Jiansing over the stern was 
pone. 
It had been smashed by the 


combers. Wo should have had It in- 
board, and the mate was to blame. 
Now wo took the oth«r boat, tho only 
one left, nnel lashed it upright to the 
spankcr-stnys. 
In this way it was 


nbovo tho logs and had a chnnco to 
leii'am unbroken, 
"We sounded the well, anel the cap- 


tain oiderod us asain to tho pumps. 
Theso wero on deck befweon tbo 
log<?, which were crashing about. Wo 
couldn't wOrk th» pumps, as there

wore under tho fo'c's'le head. It took 
a long time to got thorn out. and then 
tho steam pump woulel not work. The 
wcter gained on u.s all the time now, 
and the captnin ordered us to throw 
tho deck-load overboard. 
We were 


nearly eload, we wero so tirod and 
sleepy and sore. 
This morning the 


cook serverl coffee anel bread when 
daylight came at six o'clock- 
That 


was the last bit of food or drink we 
had on tho El Dorado. 


"The taking off of the great chain 


WUA a murderous job. When we loos- 
ened it the huge seas woulel sweep 
over the logs and us while we trieel 
to get thorn overboard. It was touch 
and go. We had to use capstan-bars 
to pty the big logs over and over. 
Wo tried to push them with the roll- 
ing of the ship 
Ono wave would 


carry a mass of the logs away, and 
the next wave would bring them 
back, crashing into tho vessel, catch- 
ing in tho rigging, anel nearlv pulling 
it down, and tho masts with it. Dodg- 
ing those big logs was awful work, 
and if you* wierc hit by one, you were 
gone. They would come dancing over 
the side on the tops of the waves and 
be left on the very spot from which 
we had lifted them overboard 
The 


olel man should havr thrown tho 
deck-load over two da\s before. The 
water now grew deeper all the time, 
a ml'the ship wallowed like a water- 
logged nift. 
The fo'c's'le was full of 


water. The El Dorado was drowning 
with us aboard. 


"We \vere all on deck because we 


had nowhere else to go. There was 
nothing in the cabin or tho fo'c's'le 
but water. 
Tho sea was now like 


mountains, but it stopped breaking, 
so Unit there was a cliancu to get 
away. Wo wero hanging on to stays 
anel anything fixed. 


"The captain now gave up'hopc. as 


we hael long ago. 
Ho ordered all 


hands to make ready to lower the one 
boat we hael left, apd to desert the 
ship.

"It was very dark, and we had no 
light. 
We were, however, glad to 


leave the El Dorado, because our suf- 
fering on her for weeks had been as 
much as we could bear. The last I 
saw of the schooner she was Just a 
huge, black lump on the 
black 


waters 
We rose on a swell, and she 


sank into a valley out of sight. 


"Tho captain spoke to us now: 


'We have a good chance for life,' he 
said. 'I have looked over the Chart, 
and it shows that Easter Island is 
about nine hundred miles northeast 
by east. 
If we are all together in 


trying, we may reach there.' 


"None of us had ever been to 


Master Island, and hardly any of us 
had over heard of it. It looked like 
a long pull there. All night the cap- 
tain and the mate took turns in steer- 
ing,

oars. We did not dare put a rag of 
canvas on her. for the wind was bigr 
still. The old man said that as we 
had both latitude and longitude to 
run,-we would run out the latitude 
first, und then hope for a slantto the 
land. We were then, he said, in lati- 
tuelc 31 degrees south, anel longitude 
121 degrees we«t. That being so, we 
had about three hundred miles to go 
south and about six hundred east. He 
said that I^itcairn Island was but six 
hundred .miles awnv. but that the 
prevailing winds would not let us sail 
there. 
We. set the course), then, for 


Easter Island. We wondered whether 
there were anv people on it. There 
might bo savages and cannibals. 


"It rained steady all night, and the 


sea spilled into the boat now and 
then. Two of us hael to bale all the 
time to keep the boat afloat. We were 
soaked to the skin with fresh and 
salt water, weak from tho days of 
exposure and hunger, and we wero 
barely able to keep from being 
thrown out of the boat by its terrible 
rocking and pitching, and yet we all 
felt like singing a song.

"On the eighteenth we were in 


latitude 26 degrees 63 miil'utes South, 
and the captain said that Easter 
Island was in the 27th degree, so 
after all we had steered pretty well. 


"On the night of tho nineteenth we 
had a fearful storm. 
It seemed 


worse than the hurricane we had on 
tho El Dorado. All night long we 
thought that every minute would end 
us, and we lay huddled in misery, not 
caring much whether we went down 
or not. But the next morningr we set 
part of the sail again, and at noon 
the captain took a sight and found 
that we were in latitude 27 degrees 
S minutes South. Easter Island is 27 
• degrees 10 minutes SouthI And now 
we began to fear that we might run 
past Easter Island. 
If We did. we 


knew we could never get back with 
the wind. We had squall after squall 
now, 
but we felt sure that soon wo 


must see land. Our soup was all 
gone, and we were living: on tho soda 
crackers mixed with water and milk. 
Each of us got a cupful of this stuff 
once a day.

novel by the Californian, holds out o.

', In this book Dobie has returned to 
the style of those stories that have 
"won him high place, introspective. 
Psychological stories told Ui the ac- 
tion and reactions rather than with a 
recital of thoughts or explanation of 
motives. 


If "Broken to the Plow" does not 


become -widely popular "it will be be- 
cause of the theme. 
The story 
is 


not a pleasant one. It may bo 
natural but it is not convincing and 
there are certain incidents, notably 
that of the anarchist, that cannot be 
'taken with the seriousness in which 
they are written. 


But the book is filled with big mo- 


ments. It has the makings of a num- 
ber of short stories of 
compelling 


power. There is, for instance, a wife: 
•who is being supplanted by another 
•woman. She is an invalid, and her 
rival makes much of her services in 
her interest. This invalid, seeing more 
than she will tell and biding 
her 


time for revenge, is a character of 
-•wide possibility and Dobie has ma3e 
her stand out in his pages as one who 
will be remembered. 


Fred Starett, hero of the novel, is 


a young man of no particular ambi- 
tion, married to a woman who would 
he supported "well" and ^vho 
has 


little sense of economy or of respon- 
sibility. 
A big outspokan and sen- 


sual shipyard 
owner 
speaks 
the 


words that shakes Starett to a realia- 
ation of the,-manner of his drifting 
and the young'man starts out in 
business for- himself. He might have 


'made it, too, but for the wife, who 
refuses to see him in the light of in- 


way that Fred believes he did it. 


Helen 'plays with jjie fire long 


enough to become interested. 
She 


sees herself as Hilmer's 
wifa and 


when there is an automobile accident 
in which Mrs. Hilmer is injured she 
volunteers to act as companion and 
nurae. Always scheming, always act- 
ing and pretending, Helen, to rid her- 
self of Fred, makes the most of his 
shortcomings and places him eternal- 
ly in the wrong. 
There follow business catastrophe, 


a weird frame-up that taxes the cre- 
dulity of the reader, 'and a return of 
Fred, broken and defiant to a society 
that has wronged him. How 
he 


triumphs over, himself 
and how he 


solves the problems that shut him in 
are told in the pages that follow. 


Dobie has placed his story in San 


Francisco and Oakland. In his chap- 
ters of the life of the man who must 
draw on his salary each month to get 
along and who makes pretence to bt 
m'ore affluent than he is, -he 
has 


written out of life. The Helen of the 
book is also drawn aS few.'writers 
could present her. It is not in the 
manner of the telling nor 
in 
the 


characters of the book that Dobie 
has fallen short of the promise of 
his short stories, but in the incident. 
Thft railroading of the hero to an in- 
sane asylum and the attempt to blow 
up the shipyards and the manner of 
its conception clo not come from the 
world of humans.

There is a pos- 
sibility that municipal affairs may be aired more 
thoroughly than they have been for a eood many 
years back. 
Embargo Raised 


It is believed, or at least hoped, by the job 


Expectants that the inexplicable holdup of Federal 
appointments for this coast has been relaxed with 
the appointment of an United States District 
Attorney and an Assistant Attorney-General— 
or rather the placing of Messrs. John T. Williams 
and Kobert H. McCormack. For it "was not the 
offices that constituted the bone of contention, 
but the aspirants thereto. At that there remains 
a mystery why such delay after it was pretty well 
known what was going to eventuate, and after 
many announcements from reasonably reliable 
sources that that would happen which did happen. 
One explanation of the delay after the determina- 
tion had been practically made is that the admin- 
istration was worked up by the acrimonious 
controversy here, and sent an investigator to size 
up the situation so that a slant on how it was 
could be obtained free of individual bias. That 
investigator came, it is represented, and was a 
"duel among us takin' notes" which we didn't 
know about, and the appointments were not an- 
nounced till his report was received and digested. 
This is not a perfectly satisfactory explanation 
of the long delay, but is not unreasonable. 
Internal Revenue Collector 


If a special representative of the administration 


investigated matters here he must have delved 
into other situations than that relating to the 
Federal district attomeyship. The collectorship 
of internal revenue for this district has been a 
bone of contention, and &U11 seems to be. The 
two Senators favor John McLaughlin, who is a 
prominent labor leader. The bankers and Chamber 
of Commerce are very decidedly opposed to any 
labor leader's, appointment to this particular 
office- They seem to disrelish the disclosures that 
would be possible as to income lax and other inli 
mate returns, which they represent could be 
taken undue advantage of in the industrial con- 
troversies that arise. It will be remembered thai 
Banker Crocker Trent East, supposedly to oppose 
Buch appointment; but that word came from the 
national capital that he had withdrawn his oppo- 
sition.

Sheriff Finn is a sick man. He has been ailing 


for a long time, and has had to take things easy. 
The fact that he has been up and around for the 
most part has blinded his friends to the serious- 
ness of his condition, but I am told that his phy- 
sicians are concerned over it. and that they arc 
counseling rest and at least a temporary retire- 
ment from official duties. 
Sheriff Finn is one 


of the best known politicians in the city, and per- 
haps in the State. lie -was enabled for a long 
period to hold two public offices coincidently, 
being a senator from ti San Francisco district and

The doctors, appearing to find thomwhes 
at a disadvantage- in the uncertainties of such a 
contract, offered to care for the stated number of 
22."> patients for a year for ?50.0nO. Sisters of 
Mercy offered to care for the city's indigent sick 


, for ?3r>00 per month. 
Finally this offer was 


j accepted, though not, apparently, without much 


controversy. 
City affairs were not on a cash 


basis. 
There is a record of a bill for §17,125, 


rendered by the Drs. Gibbons, which appears to 
have been double the amount of the claim on ac- 
count of city "scrip'' having to undergo a 00-per 
cent discount. 
The bill caused debate in the 


Board of Rupcn isurs. 
Supervisor Casey con- 


tended that the board had no right to thus fix a 
\alue on county -sctip/' and expiessed an intent 
to vote against a'lowing the claim. This is inter- 
esting, for the reason that this is the Cagey who, 
some spven months later, shot James King of Wil- 
liam and was hanged, along with Cora, two days 
after that by the historic vigilance committee. But 
the complaints of the hospital management con- 
tinued. The Bulletin of Aprif 11, 1836, published 
this "charge" which was made by "another pa- 
tient": 
--ruder the former management of the 


ho«p;ial a Bible and Testament were always 
placed near e\ery patient; now they are not to be 
seen. Foimerly mush and syrup were furnished 
to the patients Loth morning and evening; now 
it is only furnished in ihe morning. During Dr. 
Gibbons' management stewed peaches were^occa- 
sionally furnished, and cabbage three or four 
limes a ueek; now peaches are never given, and 
cabbage not once a month." 
The Spreckels Wills 


Regardless of how many wills may turn up 


signed by the late John D. Spreckels Jr.", there 
appears to be nothing to prevent his second wife 
obtaining a full half share of all his property. 
Mrs. Spreckels had not obtained a final decree of 
divorce at the time of his death. 
The interlocu- 


tory decree was rendered only last March. The 
courts have held that even where a full year has 
elapsed and the final decree has not been entered, 
as it never is automatically, the wife is entitled to 
her full share of her husband's estate. The former 
Sidi Wirt is note'd for her pulchritude. 
It 


attracted attention at the time of the divorce 
trial. During lulls in the proceedings it was her 
custom, to sit perched on a chair in an ante room, 
smoking a cigarette and chatting with newspaper 
men. 
On one occasion she indulged in a disser-

The English Sparrow 


Recently on the editorial side of Tuu TKIBUXD 


appeared an article relating to the English 
sparrow, the pugnacious little bird that is bo 
common in the towns and cities. This brought 
by mail a monograph reprinted from the Amer- 
ican Naturalist, which gives interesting infor- 
mation 
about 
this 
little 
immigrant. 
The 


monograph doesn't say who was responsible for 
its introduction, but it became established in the 
vicinity of New York city in the period I860 1864. 
Its spread through the Eastern States after 
having become established was phenomenal. The 
sparrow was first observed in California in 1871 
nr 1S72, making its first appearance in San 
Francisco, and quickly thereafter 
made 
its 


appearance in many towns in the west central 
part of the State; but it was slow in invading the 
southern part of the State, not showing tip at Los 
Angeles till 1907, or at San Diego till 1913. Illus- 
trating its hardy character and aggressiveness, the 
scientist A\ho investigated as to its presence in 
California found that in 1917 it had penetrated 
to the Death Valley region, a' colony being found 
on the Furnace Creek ranch, -which is 17S feet 
below &ca level, and has a temperature that rises 
to 13-1 degrees. Undoubtedly the English sparrow 
embodies the greatest amount of pertinacity and 
aggressiveness in the smallest body of any living 
thing, unless the bumble bee is to be considered 
in its class. 
Seems to Be a Pipe Dream 


I infer that affairs operatic are .sluggish in 


Chicago. Miss Henriette Weber, music editor of 
the Journal of Commerce, sounds a strident note 
ol apprehension and warning. 
She says: ''San 


Francisco has offered to buy our opera company— 
the whole outfit from scene shifters to Mary 
Garden, and everything that belongs to the game 
known as producing grand opera. The offer 
stands, and \\iii ha\e to be accepted if Chicago 
is not forthcoming with the necessary number of 
guarantors; so put that idea where yon can think 
about it, and if you have not already done your 
share toward making the future of opera in 
Chicago an assured thing, please do it forthwith.'' 
This is supplemented by Edward Moore of <hc 
Trfbunc in these few ominous words: ''If the 
Chicago Opera Association is worth anything to 
Chicago, and no one has had the temerity to say 
that it is not, it behooves Chicago to look to it. 
The handwriting is on the wall.'' I made it my 
business to make inquiry for those in this citj 
who are negotiating for the purchase of Mary 
Garden and her company, all and singular, (he 
appurtenances thereunto belonging or in anywise 
appertaining, and after a reasonably diligent 
search, failed utterly to pick up the trail. 
In- 


quiry in quarters where such information might 
be expected to be found elicited nothing in any 
degree confirming the somewhat hysteric fear of 
the Chicago alarmist.vln fact the only expression 


of any kind on the subject that' I was vouchsafed 
came from "Doc" Leahy of the Tivoli, who ex- 
pressed the opinion that "somebody in Chicago 
had been smoking too much poppy seed." 
The Symphony Season 


The announcement has been made that the sym- 


phony season will begin October 28. So little has 
appeared concerning this year's season that in- 
quiry was beginning when the announcement 
came forth. Always there has been considerable 
publicity for months ahead. That there was not 
the usual amount preliminary to this season has 
caused discussion among those who are not close 
up to symphony management 
It is a fact that 


money Is tight, and there is less disposition to 
contribute it lavishly on luxuries than there has 
been in times past. The cost of symphony is treble 
what it was before the war. Of course it will be 
claimed that the class of music provided now is 
three- times better than it was before Conductor 
Hertz took hold, but San Francisco symphony 
patrons are not so acutely attuned that they can 
sense this difference. It is held that symphony 
as managed here is more a social than a musical 
lunction. Conductor Hertz spent his summer in 
Germany and is expected in this city about the 
middle of September, with some new music, 
which is calculated to be in good time for the 
season's work. 
Two "Sonny" Plays 


By an unusual coincidence Maude Fulton, who 


is perhaps better known in Oakland than in this 
city, staged her new play "Sonny" last week at 
the same time that a comedy of the same name 
was presented in New York. While the plot 
of Miss Fulton's offering is different from George 
V. Hobart's, one wonders which will finally 
establish the right to the title. Certainly it would 
seem that the name of one or the other will have 
to be changed. 
Miss Fulton undoubtedly is 


hoping for a Kew York opening, and the fact that 
Gotham will have already seen Hobart's play 
wonld seem to indicate that she will have to be 
the one to find a new name. Miss Fulton's 
''Sonny" is a Western comedy with a rather 
unique plot. The "Sonny" of Mr. Hobart is 
something of a war play, and is interspersed with 
lyrics by Raymond Hubbell. Among those in the 
cast of the Jxew York play are Ernest Glenden- 
ning, who played here for many seasons, and Bus- 
sell Medcraft, well known among actor folk in 
Oakland. 
Bacon On "Lightmn' " 


The fact that Frank Bacon had his beginnings 


as a comedian with a iocal stock company at- 
taches particular interest to the news that the 
run of his great play, ''Lightnin','' which has 
established a world's record at the Gaiety theater^ 
yew York, was brought to a close on Broadway 
last Saturday. When the curtain was rung down 
the play had gone one day into the fourth year. 
The score stands at 1291 consecutive perform- 
ances. The last performance brought the piece 
into its 153rd week, just over the line into the 
fourth calendar year. The company then had a 
respite of three days before the play was moved 
to the Blacks tone theater, Chicago. In the three 
icars Bacon was absent from the cast only one 
week, during which an understudy appeared and 
(he latter then toured the chief Eastern cities as 


I he star of a second company. 
Bacbn earned a 


legion of friends here during an engagement of 
many seasons a score of years ago. He was seen 
in several old favorites, such as "Are You a 
Mason T' ''Why Smith Left Home," "What Hap- 
pened to Jones,'' and plays familiar to the the- 
ater-goer of two decades gone by. A San Fran- 
ciscan who recently met him in New York saya 
(hat his refrain in a quite extended conversation 
was "California." Though he struggled here and 
has achieved opulence there, the impression 
gained from his remarks was that he would rather 
barnstorm iu California than bask in the white 
lights of Broadway. 
Another South Sea Wayfarer 


In what appears to be a serious'narrative there 


is an account of a voyager in the South Seas who, 
according to his own story, out-O'Briens O'Brien. 
He is announced to publish'a book, which is to be 
brought out next month by the Putnams, and will 
bear the title "The Cruise of the Kawa." It will 
detail the adventures of Captain Traprock of 
Derby, Connecticut, who claims to have discov- 
ered a new group which he has named, or which 
has somehow come by the name of "Filbert 
Islands.'' An interviewer, sponsored by the Put- 
nams, has brought out some particulars of these 
virgin isles and their "most marvelously isolated" 
people. "They know nothing of the outside world. 
Crime doesn't exist there. The idyllic beauty of the. 
Filbert Islanders in their daily life is exquisite. 
Warfare is unknown. Husbands and wives do not 
live together. These people have absolutely no 
memories. There is nothing to remember. Tomor- 
row is as perfect as yesterday." Jnst when the 
reader gets wrought up and resolves to know more 
about this elysium the discoverer begins talking 
about the Fatu-liva bird; which lays square eggs. 
"I ha\e heard them at night," goes on this interest- 
ing voyager, "as I reposed on my tree-top home. 


Sometimes, you know, they lay eggs in the air 
and let them drop where they will. The eggs, f 
bouncing through the trees, which are heavy with 
breadfruit and the tastiest nuts you can imagine, 
would often land on the vine-covered roof- of my' 
dwelling." The only mystery about this account 
is how anybody is thus permitted to use the name 
of responsible publishers in such connection. 
Kipling in San Francisco 


It has been stated in print more than once that 


Budyard Kipling sojourned in San Francisco as 
a wandering journalist. The favorite story is that 
he was put on one of the papers here, but that his 
work was unsatisfactory; and not getting a per- 
manent job, that he went to London, where 
as the world knows he soon became famous. The 


j story was given this shape apparently with the 


j purpose of belittling the literary judgment of 


I San Francisco journalists and literati. The sub- 


j ject was under discussion recently, and doubts 


being expressed whether Kipling ever sought em- 
ployment on the San Francisco newspapers, a 
letter of inquiry was addressed him by a well- 
known San Franciscan, as follows: 


Rudyard Kipling, Esq , Bateman's, Bur-wash, Susses, 


England—My Dear Sir. A dispute has arisen among 
some old newspaper men here as to just when you 
were in San Francisco, and as to what local paper you 
were connected -with while here. 
If not too much 


trouble to recall I would^ thank you to let me know 
just when you were here, and whether or not you 
were connected with the Chronicle, the Call, the Bul- 
letin or the Examiner. 
I am an old printer and 


newspaper man, who many j(ears ago "retrograded" 
into the law, which profession I have been practicing 
ever since. 
Assuring you of1 my appreciation of any 


information you may give with respect to the foregoing, 


I am, yours sincerely, 
FRANK C. DREW. 
Rudyard Kipling. Esq 
The answer was prompt and direct, as follows: 
Bate-man's, Eurwash, Sussex, 6th August, 1921—Dear 


Sir: I am in receipt of vours of July 19th. The only 
time I had the pleasure of visiting San Francisco was 
m the summer of the year 1SS9, on my way from 
Japan to England. I stayed in the city a week seeing- 
the sights, as a. traveler, and naturally was not con- 
nected in any way with the papers that you mention.

cowardly author of them wished to shift the responsibility to the- shoulders 
of. another. Tou can't imagine with -what smiling ease and unconcern Mr. 
Eddmger perpetrated the role, he was so much better an actor than he 
usually is. He robbed the governor's safe of its treasure, thereby acquitting 
the governor of possessing the grafter's marked mcney, and di-d all the: 
other airy things that the hero of a sh'o-w is supposed to do. 
I think, however, that Mr. Will Darning's role wasvthe one that will keep 


the play alive, and send it traveling to the other cities after in New Tork it 
has reached the angle of its repose*. Are you interested in the newer roles 
as you are in the newer dances—that is, the roles that are more or less 
unfrayed by frequent reception? If so, you -will care for Mr. Deming as a 
humorous cut-purge, thrown by circumstances into the imposing respecta- 
bility of circles literary and political.

comedy. -A real' tramp's clothes 
are a mighty different matter.

cently a girl was called to play the 
part of a chorus girl in a New York 
studio. 
She overdressed to such 


an extent that the director, who 
had a standing acquaintance with 
many real chorup girls, arranged 
to have someone else play Jhe part. 
'The greatest difficulty which a 
casting" director experiences is that 
of finding people to play the part 
of society folk 
These parts re- 
quire an understanding of draw- 
ing-room manners> and ballroom 
etiquette and the ability to wear 
srnait clothes. If the clothea are 
not up to the moment they will be 
obsolete when the picture reaches 
the country at large, and the au- 
diences will think that, because 
the =tyles are out of date, the 
pictures 
is out of date also 
If 
any extreme styles are worn they 
are sure to be out of date when 
the picture is shown. "In the same 
way, 
the slightest error in eti- 


quette 
is sure to bo noted and 


commented upon. It is more of a 
trick than 
one 
might think to 


know, at a moment's notice, how 
to act as best man at a fashion- 
able wedding, or how to serve a 
ten-course dinner according to the 
latest vogue .

The best way is to dress con- 
servatively and to adopt quiet, con- 
servative manners. 
A man who 


failed to take off his hat upon en- 
tering a fashionable house-would 
be laughed at. A mun who took it 
off with a grand flourish would be 
hooted out. Recently a director 
rpad in a certain short story that 
the Newport set had instituted the 
custom of supplying a. single green 
glove for each dinner gust to wear 
while the olives were served This 
was merely a bit of satire on the 
part of the story writer—but the 
director took it seriously and in- 
stituted the fad in a dinner scene 
with dire results when the picture 
was fchown to the newspaper crit- 
ics, la all this sort of tiling, the 
middle ground is best.

Different 


From All Others 


By Thomas H. Ince 


Screen stories should be con- 


structed -with special reference to 
:theJr transference to the screen. 
Through our film medium we-can 
only interpret 
life through Pic- 
tures,' and in .this way, while at 
certain points, we are in touch 
with narrative fiction or dramatic 
form, at others we are widely dis- 
'tinct. 


>Ve have, by the very nature of 


our process, to translate; emotion 
in terms of action. 
This action 


must be sustained, incessant and 
coherent- 
We are showing:, not 


explaining, them and are deprived 
of most of the resources of fiction 
and nearly all of the conventions 
of the stage. This appeal is first to 
the eye and through the eye to the 
mind and soul. We are deprived 
of the aid of introspection and in- 
tricate 
character 
analysis, and 
must establish our characteriza- 
tions instantly and obviously, and 
we are divorced from the greatest 
factor of 
the 
stafre—the voice, 


•with its subtle inflections and in- 
tonations that conceals so many 
u<-ficiencies in the spoken drama. 


We, the producers, have been 


compelled by the limitations of 
our medium to create an entirely 
new technique differing in essen- 
tials from the fiction form or the 
Klage form of delineations. 
"We 
have through years of experience 
S7id experiment created a distinct 
school of art expression suited to 
our needs, and we have In the 
course of these years brought into 
existence 
and 
trained 
experts 


•whose special skill is devoted to 
the furtherance of this idea. 


TVe have also enlisted the aid of 


rmost of the greatest writers.and 
dramatists of our time and have 
gradually directed their sympa- 
thies towards this vehicle. You 
will see, therefore, that the un- 
versed writer meets with a far 
keener competition in this field 
than in general literature, as it 
takes arduous study to bend a nat- 
ural .literary talent to the peculiar 
restrictions of the screen drama. 
Indeed. 1 may add that many of 
the greatest writers of today both

In drama 'and in fiction often ut- 
terly fail to meet these require- 
ments. , 
. 
In compensation the untried au- 


fhor.:.has. just as/ much chance as 
the tried veteran in other branches 
of literature, as the -producers are 
looking for screen drama and not 
Tor . fine literature 
or 
eloquent 
rhetoric. He is iii the market for 
ideas' that are screenable, prefer- 
ably dealing with American 
life, 


keenly and 
truthfully observed 
tiiJ, easily recognizable by the; 
rtiasses who form our unlimited ; 
audiences. 
He is not looking for propa- 
ganda of any sort, platitudinous 
moralizing, spurious 
uplifts, 
or 
anything that turns a medium de- 
voted to the -wholesome entertain- 
ment of all sorts and conditions of 
men into a pulpit or a rostrum.

tory. 'Monthly express business, In- 
cluding- delivery and'pickup averarea 
about 1,600,000 packages of which 
60 per cent Is transfer, . Each day; 
between 45 and SO cars, solid -with 
express matter pass through the city 
without requiring1: inter-city, transfer. 
The express, company has a big prob- 
lem in' the movefnent of the remain- 
ing- . transfer : matter ;.an<J employs 
about 300 power vehicles for hand- 
ling the 
deliveries and • transfers.. 


During a period of 24 hpurs, 1,625 
loads of transfer freight averaging 
65 pieces to the load, are. hauled by 
motor trucks. 


After making a study of ..the trac- 
tor and trailer system which-is used 
by the Post Office and a number of 
mail order houses it was decided to 
make the experiment for the express 
business. Mack tractors and Lapeer 
trailers were chosen as equipment. 
One of the benefits first observed was 
the reduction in the expense to the 
express carrier of handling the 
transfer 
and 
making . the ; express 
matter transported less susceptible 
to loss by theft. The Mack tractors 
and trailers have Tseen assigned to 
and are used in this service exclu- 
sively. The trailers are of the closed 
'body type which, travel under lock 
while ik transit across the city, pre- 
venting loss or theft of parcels and 
protecting them against bad -weath- 
er conditions-. . 


At present the Express Company 


has In Chicago four Mack tractors 
of 5-ton capacity and 14 semi-trail- 
ers of .3%-tons capacity. Three of 
the tractors and 12 of the trailers are 
in daily service. The remainder be- 
ing held for reserve or relief work. 
Each tractor hauls an average of one 
and one-half 
loads per hpur; the. 


average 
distance -per load being' 


•about two . miles. 
The number of 
loads hauled by each tractor in 24 
hours is more than, double the num- 
ber hauled by the regular 3 ^4-ton 
trucks and three times the number 
hauled by horse-drawn vehicles.

Gcmditions of Female Inmates 


At Sgn Quentin. "Very Un- 


desirable," Says Doctor; 


. • Urging 3. concerted move on the 
part of the "women of California to 
have the women prisoners . at San 
Quentta .''moved to the state farm 
near Sonoma, i>r. Marie D. Equi, an 
'Oregon physician, who lias just been 
released from the penitentiary, styles 
the quarters and conditions of the 
women 'as ''very xmdesirahle." 
. Dr. Equi. who -was a. political pris- 
oner, is living in San Francisco fol- 
lowing her release. She says female 
felons are locked up in rooms 7 by 9 
leet, two women to the room. The 
rooms contain no proper toilet facili- 
ties, and there is no segregation of 


: specific diseases. 
She terms San Quentin a "house of 
unutterable sadness." 
Dr. Equi says: 
' "In contrasting the San Quentin 
woman's department with that of 
Jefferson City, I will say that the. 
women of San Quentin were not com- 
pelled to do 'st:ab' work, and that 1 
believe prisoners should be paid for 
the. work of manufacturing garments 
at th.e prevailing market rate, 'the 
proc^ds of their work to be put to 
their' account, or to be used in the 
car* of their dependents. 


COtlKD BE IMPROVED. 


"The food .of Ban Quentin is better 
than that of Jefferson City, but it 
could be improved. 
"San Quentin's women's quarters 
are very undesirable. The rooms are 
only 7 by 9 feet. Two women occupy 
one of these rooms. They are locked 
up • in them twelve hours, from 
7 p. m. to T a, m. There are ho proper 
toilet facilities in these rooms. 
'There is very little yard space— 
28 by 80 feet 
The house is built 
partly below the road bed, and sur- 
rounded by a 30-fo^t wall. The court- 
ysird is of cement. During the hot 
wea.th.er the heat in these quarters is 
.intolerable. 
"The keynote of the treatment of 
the ' women is kindness, but 
no 
am.pu.nt of kindness can.make up for 
close housing and inadequate out-of- 
door space. There is.nothing to see 
.b.ut stone walls, except one. little 
patch of sky. Many women are with- 
"out friends or funds and without 
hope. 
' — 


' MOVE RECOSEtfENDEOp. 


/"There should be a concerted ef- 
fort' on .the. part of the women, of 
California to have the San Quentin 
women moved, to the Farm as 
speedily as possible. 
The 'lifers' 
should be moved to the Farm also. 
First 'offenders, after conyiction for 
minor crimes, should be given im- 
mediate parole. The judge who sends 
young1 women of 16 years of age, to 
'the- penitentiary is the real' criminal. 
•T'' am against" long prison terms. 
They tend to 
dehumanize and 
brutalize the individual and make 
for. loss of Initiative and individual 
will. 
One cannot be returned to 
society a better factor than when 
one entered prison after a long prison 
term plus segregation. Early..parole 
is desirable'if -we'.are looking tp re- 
'habititiation of the individual. Prisons 
must be schools and hospitals in- 
stead of places, pf punishment. There 
sho.uld be recreational and vocational 
training, and- the future welfare of 
the individual given th.e fullest con- 
sideration for the ultimate good bi 
society.' • '". 
"In the women's department' we 
.were "treated- kindly, but the close 
confinement of the cramped quarters 
are not conducive to either physical 
or :mental well being;. If it were not 
for the .short timers there would be 
a larger .percentage of insanity de- 
veloped .among the long timers. All 
happiness, .is superficial in prison. 
To m* it was and always will remain 
in my memory, a. house of unutter- 
able sadness. 
'"Ther*. .-wer* V many . women 
of 
strong character and jood principles 
amomr nay fellow prisoners, and I 
shaft always remember their kind- 
n«aa to me."

While the teachers of Oakland 
have been urged to give their best 
efforts toward the common branches 
of education, there is no intention to 
lose sight of the so-called "socialized 
study and project raethods," accord- 
ing to the bulletin issued by Super- 
intendent ol Schools Fred M. Hunter. 
Hunter asserts that his plea of I 
concentration was somewhat mis-' 
understood. He says: 
"At the "last meeting of the Prin- 
cipals' club for tho school year 
1920-21, I took occasion to.emphasize 
the necessity for a special effort on 
the jiart of: all teachers, principals 
and supervisors during the coming 
school year to develop a high degree 
of skill in teaching the so-called 
common branches and to secure uni- 
versally better results in them. 
In 
some measure this statement of the 
case on. my part was misunderstood. 
Some principals and! teachers jumped 
to tho conclusion that socialized 
classrom 
work 
and 
the 
project 
method of instruction were to be 
abandoned. 
"Nothing could be more erroneous 
or more harmful. 
Socialized class- 
room work is not a pedagogical fad 
nor a doubtful experiment or a 
whim of a. superintendent of schools. 
It is a practical application of a 
philosophy of education and of life, 
and is. to be used as a means of de- 
veloping individual responsibility and 
initiative and right civic attitudes 
lit American youth. 
It is an out- 
growth of American democracy. It, 
therefore, cannot be abandoned any 
more than democracy can be aban- 
doned, because the qualities it 'de- 
nrp TIAr<»ssa.ry to tho ideal 
American citizen. 
"If we as a 'group of protessiohkl 
workers and teachers were to drop 
the progress that has been made 
in ; developing a democratic system 
of instruction, we would not be true 
to our best Ideals as teachers. It isj 
a great movement in education and 
especially American education, and, 
therefore, must go on permanently. 
"In Oakland our progress In tliis

THE HEAVY CONSEQUENCES. 


History is replete with stupid incidepts which 


ha\e had stupendous and tragic consequences. A 
compilation of such incidents would be flesh to 
the dry bones of history and clothe them in 
romance. 


There is the disaster to the Spanish army in 


Morocco as an instance. If General Sylvesrre 
had not lost his temper and stupidly given it 
physical expression Spain might not have had 
3,000 of her soldiers killed and 37,000 captured. 


Some time ago several Moorish sheiks at Me- 


lillu addressed a petition to General Sylvestre, 
the Spanish commandant, demanding autonomy 
for Riff under the patronage of the Sultan of 
Fez and of Spain, General Sylveslre threw the 
petition on the ground and stqmped on it. v The 
delegation of sheiks were deeply offended. Soon 
after they returned to their followers the rebel- 
lion of Moorish tribesmen began to develop.

had asked for. Ab del-Krim studied law and 
Arab literature al 
Hie university of Fez and 


practiced before the mixed court at Melilla. He 
belongs to the tribe of Ben Buriaghel and speaks- 
and writes Spanish fluently. 


But when ho explained his visit to General 


Sylvestre, the latter flew into a rage and dis- 
missed him with kicks and blows. Ab-del-Krim 
left the commandant's office bleeding from the 
mouth and nose. Outside the door he paused, 
covered his index finger with his own blood and 
wrote across the door the word "Vengeance1' in 
Arabic. 


Immediately he placed himself at the head of 


Itiw tribesmen and aroused the whole population 
of "Riff. lie bought modern rifles and machine 
guns and had (he men taught modern war tactics. 
Then the rebellion broke in full blood. General 
Sylveslie 'was among the 17,000 captured and 
soon was transferred to-the 3,000 dead. His* sev- 
ered head was paraded on the point ofva spear. 
His entire staff died with 
him. 


Uot impetuosity, supported by a lack of 
com- 


mon sen«c. brought on the Mel ilia rebellion. An 
entire Spanish army was destroyed. New armies 
and new campaigns are necessary to bring the 
Moroccan tribesman again under Spanish con- 
trol. 
The Spanish treasury will be heavily 


drained and the people taxed to replenish it. 


All this and much more because an untrained 


martinet of a Spanish general gave a stupid and 
unintelligent display of temper. Courtesy in 
dealing \\ith the Moorish sheiks would luue cer- 
tainly postponed the rebellion until Spain was 
prepared 1o meet it, and it might have prevented 
rebellion altogether.
